Official I<egerdemain- 

On Tuesday we publishoil a caid 
from three respectable and intelligent 
men who came up from California ear- 
ly last month, with a view to settle- 
ment in British Cohunbiu. They 
cametupou the represontution of the 
agent of the Province at San Fr.uicis- 
co, expecting to get free grants of 250 
acres apiece; and they assured us that, 
had the result proved at all satisfac- 
toiy, they would have been but tlic ad- 
Viiuce guard of quite a little colony of 
friends and acquaintances fi'oni the 
interior of California. They told the 
result in their own language, iii tlio 
card which wo published. It has be( a 
intimated that' the three men are myths 
and the card bogus, — cooked up in 
the office of this journal for political 
purposes. Such, however, is not the 
fact, and our contemporary can very 
easily satisfy itself to the oontraiy, if 
(which is extremely improbable) it de- 
sires to be set right. The publication 
of the card is denounced as "another 
disreputable trick, having for its ob- 
ject to damage the interests of the 
country abroad and to weaken the in- 
fluence of the government at home." 
Those connected with this journal cer- 
tainly cannot have any interest in 
damaging the country abroad, seeing 
they have spent the best part of their 
lives in endeavorring to build it \ip; 
and as for weakening the inlluenco of 
the government at home, wo have just 
this to say, that, insofar as that "in- 
fluence" tends to evil, it becomes the 
duty of eveiy good subject to "weak- 
en" it, and more than that this journal 
nas not done. The organ next pro- 
ceeds to say that the card in question 
"contains the first whisj^er of com- 
plaint|that we have heard from any 
quarter that the CTOvernmenthad fail- 
ed to bestow every possible attention, 
and freely to give all the information 
of which they were possessed, to tliose 
who made application therefor." Tliis 
seems rather an awkward assertion to 
make, in the face of the patent fact 
that our columns have been the medium 
during the past few weeks of express- 
ing numerous and grievouscomplaints. 
Nay, in the organ's own columns have 
been published letters from respectable 
ondresponsible mismbers of the com- 
. mumi7, denouncing in no measured 
terms the < onduct of the government 
in this respect. And what about the 
Maiiil4iid'pre8&, ? .Has it not for weeks 
teemed with bitter denunoiatioa of 
thfr- government land policy? And 
yet:tbis qard is "the first whisper"! 
What a whopper! It next goes on to 
tell a story about au- immigrant who 
recently applied to be*allowed to pre- 
empt Beacon Hill, and went away in 
4i8guBt.,b^.QaUBe^he could not have it, 
^'^mtimaiesWa^ the card may have 
befin snch'airibthex illustration of un- 
reasonableness and stupidity. The 
public will be very lipt to regard that 
story with suspicion; and it looks to 
us V017 much like a libiil upon the in- 
telligence of incomers. "Another," 
it says, "would have been quite ploafsed 
to take up land on the Lower Fraser, 
but ho would accept notliing less than 
230 acres as a free grant, and tliat he 
could not get, ho went away dissatis- 
fied." This time wo arc not so incre- 
dulous. Why should nut he expect to 
got what was promised to him at San 
Francisco, by the agent of the Ciovern- 
nicnt? And having found that they 
had been deceived, inveigled into the 
country under false pretences, wlint couhl 
bo more natural Ihnn that the iimii sliouhl 
go away ciiHSiitisikid '! Sncli is the iii- 
ovitablo tendency of the; dishonest "Cheap 
John" policy pursued by the Governmeut. 
So it would appear, the card wasn't the 
"flrftt whisper" of discontent, after all! 
But it is to the concluding Bontiment of 
the organ's article wo dosiro parii<'uliirly 
to direct attention. Referring t<j Uidhc 
who como lioro and tiu-u awav' dissatisfuHl 
it .snys, "and so tlioy will pro))al)ly go to 
the iState.s, and if tlioy can tlicru olitiiiii 
better lands, and on ntara faeonihlt: terms, 
U'l; sliatl he (jldil In hrin- I,:'/ of il." Those 
words which wo hiivo talvi'u tho libei ty- 
of putting in italics give au iasiglit into 
thSi'jTeal mtato of tho case. Valuable 
settlers worth, at the very lowest computa 
tion, one thouBand dollars apieco, arc 
going away by eveiy-sieBni^r '^in 'i}i6^ust, 
not at the countryV f 01^' most who come 
are favorably implresBed with it; but with 
tiio Govornmont, from whom tlioy are 
singularly uiianimou« in saying neither 
civility nor Hatiafaotion can bo obtained. 
But what caro Miiiistois, ho long as thoy 
can enjoy thoir fat sahu'ies in idleness, or

Wo are acouHed of "cooking np" cards 
aud appending mytliical signatnres tlicre- 
tO't'or political purposes. Unfortunately 
tiiero is not tho sliglUeHt occasion to have 
rcooorflo to such tricka, oven wore Wo 



depraved enough to do bo. Seldom 
weekpasBos without our being able to got 
two or three genuine cards cf complaint 
to publish, if we wanted them. Tlicro 
are, at this moment, eases witliin oui' 
knowledge oven worse tlnui tho one treat- 
ed in tho card that has so greatly dis- 
concerted tlio jNIinistry, which it may 
yet bo our duty to o.xpo.so; and if the or- 
gan iuiaginoa that it is going to succeed 
in stifling free discussion and concealing 
tho truth by the publication of such 
trnusparout nonsense and impertinent in- 
uondo it is very much mistaken. Tho 
cry of irijurihg Ihe'country is again rais- 
ed. As wo stated in a former article, it 
would doubtles.s bo extremely convoniont 
to tlio organ and its ina.sters if wo could 
In: deterred from exposing their mis- 
deeds; but wo fail to see in wliat way the 
country could possibly be adviuituf^'od 
thereby. There i.s far more danger to be 
apprehended from a ooucealment of olTi- 
cial misdoingtliaufroma free and healthy 
exiiosnro of it. To cover \ip wrong- 
doing, wink at ofticial fratid and incom- 
petency, and paint British Columbia po- 
litically perfect and without fault might 
possibly lii.'lp to delude more to come to 
our sboros under false pretences; but it 
would not by any possibility Cfuitributo 
to the real, permanent good of the coun- 
try. NVe have only to repeat that, in this 
as in other matters, the motto oi this jour- 
nal is "Teli the truth and sliauio the De- 
vil," and if in the telling of it the Gov- 
ernment is hurt and its inflnonoo at home 
weakened, so much tho worse for the Gov- 
ernment. Nor shall we be deterred from 
doing our duty by the convenient but 
silly cry aboutinjuring the countiy. In- 
juring the country, indeed! \Yhat more 
oflectual way of doing that than by issu- 
ing lying placards to induce people to 
come hero under false pretences V Talk 
aliout "imaginary griovanees"! Is the 
organ aware that these peoi)lo who have 
boon deluded hither could recover dam- 
ages Hguinst the Government in a Court 
of Law, and that some of them have been 
so advised ? And yet we are to wink at 
all this for fear of injuring tho country.

Mr. Foster, the contractor, having fail- 
ed to come to terms with Mr. Pearse.with 
respect to the 50 days' stojipage of the 
work on the Dominion Public Buildings, 
commenced yesterday morning to remove 
the largo blocks of stono from the street 
to his yard. Wo arc not informed as to 
the nature of the misunderstanding be- 
tween the engineer and the contractor; 
but it seems to us that the points at issue 
might be referred to arbitration, and the 
work prooeoil at once. Nearlj' the whole 
Hummer has beeufrittered away uselessly ; 
Winter is approaching when operations 
will be necessarily slow. Every day that 
these and other public works vemaiu nt a 
standstill serves to increase tiio unpopu- 
larity of tiio administration of the aO'airs 
of the Dominion Public Works De- 
partment in this I'rovince, and if the 
existing state of things should oontiuue a 
few days longer the Dominion Govern- 
ment will surely sink as low in popular 
estimation as the Local GoTerument has 
already sunk. ^

A Pno.spECTivE Naval Power.— It is 
said that stimulated by the example set 
by Japan, the Chinese are at present en- 
gaged in establishing a naval force which 
siiall far outrival that of the subjects of 
the Tycoon. For several years past Eng- 
lish and American engineers have been 
engaged in teaching Chinese work- 
men to construct steam vessels, 
Eleven have already been launched, 
and four more aro under contract to be 
finished before February 1874. One of 
the steamers is a first-class oorvotto, 300 
feet long, 37 feet beam, and carries a for 
midablo battery.

Samoa is tho native name of the grou]) 
of voleanio Islands iu Contral Polynesia 
commonly known as tho "Navigator's." 
'I'hev are situatinl aljout ii.OOO miles from 
Sydney and -1,500 from San Frani;isco and 
uiav he seen ou the chart between the 
parallels of 10 deg. and 15 dog. south lati- 
tude and 108 dog. und 173 deg. west long- 
titude. The mountains of Somoa, one 
of which is -1,01)0 feet high, nmy be seen 
50 miles of!', and OU eouiing near the 
stranger iiiuls a lovely island 150 miles in 
circumhu-eneo undeovered over with vege- 
tation as far as ihe eye can reach. The 
islands of Upolu and Tutuila present the 
same as^joct of richness and fertility. 
There aro several other smaller islands 
which are inhabited and several others 
hero and there ■which aro not inhabited. 
Tho islands aro alnujst entindy sni ruund- 
ed by barren reefs, those wonderful sub- 
marine walls or broakwateys built up to 
thelfn-el nf tlio <o:\, nnil forming a lovely 
smooth lagoon, invaluable for fishingnnd 
facilitating all kinds of intorcommuni<;a- 
tiou betwoeu the islands. The nativoB, 
whoiiuuiber :!5,(ll)(l, are of pure ^Malayan 
origin. Tho Freiu^h navigators. liougain- 
villeiuid Ija ^'orouso, seem to have been 
the iirst to notice thesoislands, tlu; former 
in l7(iS and the latter in 1787. liougaiii- 
vilie seeing tho natives move about so 
much in canoesgave tho group tho nauK! 
of tho '-Isles of tlijB Navigators." Captain 
Cook heard of thorn in 1773 from tlie 
Friendly Islanders, noted someof their 
names iiud in 1791 they were visited by 
II. 11. M. ship Pandora. Tho massacre at 
Tutuila of !M. d<' 1. angle and otliorp, Ixv 
longing to tho e;q"'ilitir)n under the un- 
fortuuate La Porouso, branded the whole 
natives for fifty years as a race of treach- 
erous savages, whuso shores ought not to 
be approaiduHl. 

Tho Navigator's Archipelago is, with the 
single exce[)tion of tlie Sandwich Islands, 
the largest and most populous ou tho 
Paeilic. As they lie in tho vicinity of tlio 
Friendly Islands, tho Fijis, the New 
Hebrides, New Caledonia, and numerous 
smaller clusters, they will perhaps before 
a long time become of some impor- 
tanee. In their lovo for their 
jiaionts and children and attention to the 
sick and living the Samoans aro remark- 
able, if a" friend i*r a relative is killed 
or lost and in sii))iiosed to bo unburiod, 
it causes them the greatest couconi for the 
peace of his spirit, which they fancy thoy 
hear comiilainiug at night and saying, 
.S'o cold, olt! so cold' No doubt this feel- 
ing is caused by the fo.ir of the aggreivod 
spirits returning and d(dng them injury 
before it enters the Fa fa. 

In many id their customs aud tradi- 
itons a singular rosomhlance has been 
traced to tlinsi! of the Israolites of old, tho 
tho chief of which may bo mentioned; the 
lite of (!ir(Mimcision, tho maid's token, 
cities of refuge, burying in thoirown gar- 
dens, death as the puiiishnient of inlldel- 
ity, and the like. 

The most cominon disease here is the 
Elephantiasis; to judge of it by the 
ghastly ap))oaranee of those alTootod with 
it (mostly European) it must be a terrible 
complaint. Animals there aronone, with 
the exception of rousetlos, and riits' and 
mico and a small dog upon tho island of 
Monona. Ducks, pigiHuis, and cotterols 
aro tho only birds a K]H)i tsnmn can lind 
tokoap Mb baud in pnu'ti''o. The woods 
are lively, howcvor, tbere bejng many 
doves, pararincts, and a great many email 
birds, Rome of whioh sing very sweetly. 

Tho English CdiiBTil hero is Mr. Wil- 
Haiak, He woa born on one of tho islAsd's 



and liaa liitssed liis life nmotigst the Poly- 
nosian.s. His father was a missionary and 
sent out by the London Mission Society 
to Jiinomatigo, one of the islands of the 
New llebriiloj, where he and Mr. Harris, 
another missionary, met their deathsfroni 
the hands of thoRnvagesin tho most cruel 
maimer and their bodies were supiiosed 
to be eaten by the savages, for their bonos 
only were found. This was eua(^tcd in 
1839. Sub8e(iuout events have added to 
the terrible interest of ^he locality. The 
Kev. Mr. Gordon took up his residence 
aud built a churoh there. But he ami 
his wife have lately met a siiiiilar fa'o 
under eircnmstauces of great treaeherv 
from the savagoH they wont to convei't. 

This is the season of hiu'rieaiiL's iind 
storms hero, tho south-east trades, which 
nave ii).therto pi'evailod, are succeeded by 
violent and fickle winds blowing 
very often from a do/on opposite 
pi i..ti of tho compass in twenty- 
four hours. The brif>f an(l|sndilen showers 
which fell at intervals for some time jiast 
have become more heavy and fronuent. A 
few days ago, ou a calm, sultry day, abont 
noon,a storm, acconii)anied by thunder 
and lightning, camti up with so little i)ro- 
vious notice that although I was only two 
hiuidred yards awny from a house I was 
thoroughly drenched before I could 
reucli it, se;ireely bad I got uiiilor shelter 
when the air gi'cw so dark that it would 
bo ilillieult to see my way through tlif! 
grove. Tlie winil soon ccnnmeneed blow- 
ing with such violence that tho largest of 
the old trees that surrounded tht; 
liDiiHc bent and swayed before its fury. 
Then- to])s lashed each other overhead and 
and lillod tbe air with (donds of leaves 
whirled away upon the tempest. Large 
boughs broke like twigs and strewed tho 
ground in every ■iiniotiou. The creaking 
and groaning of till! t rec.i, tlio loud tlaji- 
ping of tho iialm leaves like that of a sail 
ioo.se in the wind, the howling and shriek- 
ing of the gale, ns it burst iu quick, fierce 
gusts through the forest with the almost 
total ilarkness that envelope. 1 mo wore 
truly apii.dliiig. I'. O'D.

LAST NIGHT'S_DISPATCHE8. 
Great Storm In Canada! 

TUt' IJjir.k of England P'orsoi s Sen- 
t«ucc'(l to Iniprisounient for Life. 

Canada, 

KiciMiiuoK, N.l!., Aug. 2G — A storm 
ceuimeiioed on Sunday inoriiing and last- 
ed until last night. The tide rose 
several feet higher than usual and swept 
awny many wharves and briilges. Eight 
barks were driven on shore, only two or 
three of whioh will bo saved. Two or 
throe schooners wore lost and the gain in 
the field is badly damaged. 

QuEUEC, Aug. '20--By tho late storm the 
schrs. Glen and Eugenie were driven 
ashore; crows saved. A bark was driven 
high and dry, several schooners wore 
totally wrecked and ;J lives lost. Several 
bridges were carried olf and telegraph 
wire aud posts carried into the river. 

Chatham, N.B., Aug. 26— A furious 
gale of easterly wind, accompanied by 
heavy rain, coniraencod on Sunday morn- 
ing and raged with extreme violence till 
Monday morning. Cireat marine disas- 
ters aro rei)orted. Seven square-rigged 
vessels aro reported wrecked at Hiehebiio; 
two vessels were driven ashore in 
Miramichi lUvor with several schooners. 
Bridges were carried away and communi- 
cation atopped both by mail and tele- 
graph,

LoxuoN, Aug. 26— The trial of tho Bank 
of England forgers was brought to a close 
this p.m. After Geo. Bidwell had con- 
cluded his examination <if witnesses for 
the prosecution ho delivered an address 
to tho court in which he exonerated Aus- 
tin Bidwell and Edwin Xoys from nil 
conijdicity in tho fraud, aud declared 
that ho nnd (ieo.Mncdonald were the only 
guilty ones. Macdonald also addressetl 
the court, bearing out the statements of 
Bidwell. The case was then given to the 
jury, who, nft(!r 2(1 minutes didiberation, 
found all the acuiikod guilty. The Judge 
immediatclv si'ii toiiccil (lanh of tlioin'isim- 
ers to p(!tuil servitude for life--the high- 
est imnishment under the law for this of- 
fence.

2li--Liz/'.araga, with .'t,- 
000 men, is marching to reinforce the 
Carlists lie.seigiiig I'.stalla who now iiuiii- 
bor 8,000. The latter were again defeat- 
ed on Monday with considerable loss by 
the Eepublicau forces.

Mull Gtncl/(J says that a rather serious ac- 
cident has befallen Her Majiisty's uiiar- 
mourod gun vessel Ariel, at Cluitham, in 
eonsequouco of that vessel having come 
into contact with one of tho torjiedoes 
which aro laid down in the Afedway for 
expel iineutal i)urpose by the Itoyal En- 
giiieers. The .Ariid, at the lime of the oe- 
rurronee, was sd'aniing from Sheernoss 
to Cliatliaiii harbour, which she was a- 
bout entering, when a violent shock was 
oxperieucod by all ou board, theengine 
at the same liiuo suddenly stopping. Oil 
the cause of tho collision being sought, it 
was found to have arisen from tho vos-
